Surrounded Zeus writing and thinking simultaneously learning here 
that by thinking and writing simultaneously is the only way that is 
how the world does what it does by both thinking and writing le piège 
est tendu by writing and thinking le piège est tendu for whom the 
son of Zeus and Leto the son of Zeus and Semele for which one both 
under the authority of the created image is how it is done and 
l'image est crége and the ancient rite is repeated and believed 
through a dislocation of that which is real by means of the frame

Zeuxis learn which is the imitation and which is the illusion which 
is under the miasma of an image created and made flesh and write 
beware Apollo write even as the stimuli obliterate the distinctions

responses will only express what the world being created is doing. 
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
